would inform him

be elad to see him often aa K. friend, and 
extend to him the hospitalities of lvit= 
home 
But how could a man dellvei an 


aveiase of three public discourses a 
week, visit the sick and bury the dead 
in a great cltv parish, and find time to 
make professional eaJls on everj mem- 
ber of his corngi egartlon > 


In anmLl parishes this kind of visiting 


can be done a.nd sometimes with good 
results, a.nd sometimes at tlhe sacrifice 
of tiime that can be better used for ef- 
ficient service In the pulpit. The nodal 
talent l« sometimes effectively employ-

Members like to see their minister 


In their homes. He would like to be 
there sometimes. The strong person- 
ality of the man along social lines will 
sometimes be of great service In binding 
a religious community toff-ttior.

In his annual review, or New Year dis- 
course he gave the exact number of 
these professional visits aa a part of his 
ministerial labor But he never dweK 
on the result they might bane had in 
making his pulpit performances of a 
very thin character. The small country 
parish may piotlt by a great deal of

formance Is weak, and the minister 
threshes over a great deal of old straw, 
he is tolerated for his social virtues.

court room. 


The hearing of the writ which was is- 


sued yesterday In Root's behalf, began 
before Judge Osden yesterday after- 
noon. A. A. Moore appearing for the 
petitioner. 
He read the two complaints charging 


that Root had fraudulently representcc 
himself as a L'niled States assayer and 
as such had obtained $2 fiom each Hof 
stra and another person ait the tim& 
when the boiings of the alleged g'old 
brick were presented for inspection. 
Mr. Moore argued 'that tho complaint." 


were defective because they did no 
show that there was any connection be- 
tween the receiving of the money by 
Root and the fraudulent passing of the 
bogus gold bilck into the possession of 
Uofstra. 


At the close of Mr. Moore's argument 
a rccc-ss w.is taken till this morning. 


When Judge Osden ascended the bench 
this morning City Prosecutor Melvin 
said that after an examination of the 
.authorities with the District Attorney 
he Old nol'desire to offer any arguments 
In the case. 
Judge Osden then said that so far as 


the complaints went, they showed no 
more than this that the defendant had 
mad" false and fraudulent representa- 
tion that certain bars were of gold, and 
on the face of the transaction, there 
was no charge that the $2 in question 
htwl been parted with with the Intent of 
the complainant's coming Into posses- 
sion of such bars. There -was no ques- 
tion in hlsi mind that the complaints 
did not state a criminal act. 


He then discharged the prisoner. 
Root rose slowly from his seat at the 
attorney's table, threw his coat ovei 
his loft arm and. taking his hat in his 
right hand, smilingly walked out of the 
court room.

edged. The affair Is n.jw a thing of the 
past and though It left Home dissatis- 
faction behind. It neverthelfss was a 
satisfactory meet 
Many things not 


scheduled wore developed and several 
riders who thought they were clever 
were given a good opportunity to find 
out their mistake. The disastrous finale 
is regretted by nil, save tho victorious 
team, but although protests hu.ru been 
filed, there are few club men who blame 
J-oster for fouling. To any one present 
at tho finish it was apparent that the 
accident was entirely sunintentlonal. 
Xleg-ler and Squires were both abreast 
with Foster slightly In .the rear. Ho 
wanted to spurt, but 
owing- to the 


crowd, had no opportunity to take the. 
left bide of the ro;id as the rules re- 
quire. The only thing left to do to save 
being pocketed WHS to try to go be- 
tween the two leaders and It is ptner- 
nlly believed thin was Foster's Inten- 
tion. .Had the 
crowd been 
projwrly 


handled trc accident would never hav«- 
occure'd. and the 
results 
would un- 


doubtedly have been changed, for u is 
conceded the finish would have been, 
between Foster and Squire*. 


The Associated Cyclers, who had the 


affair In charge certainly deserve severe 
criticism, not only for the way in which 
the crowd was handled, but for the will- 
ful neglect shown to the tired riders. 
In many Instances no one was on 


hand to euro for the exhausted mon at 
the ends of the relays and In several 
cases not even the most meagre accom- 
modations were afforded. 


After the riders had worked hard 


for ten miles, exerting 
eveiy effort, 


they came to the finish played out and 
perspiring. Then. If at no othui Urn*-, 
should they havo been properly carert 
for; given a rub down and put Into dry 
clothes. As It was some of the relays 
llnlfhed out in the country and when 
tho flags were reached, the boys were 
obliged to lie down In the street to re- 
cuperate and If they -were lucky enough 
to have their clothes on hand, their 
only dressing room was in public, be- 
side some fence. As noon as their work 
was ended, they were forgotten In the 
excitement of the moment and left to 
attend to themselves. This did not hap- 
pen in all crises, but in many. 


Next time It might be well to adopt 
the method which was suRgcsted before 
this meet. That Is to have a dressing 
lent erected at the end of each relay 
in the country, where all rldors. ii- 
respoctlve of clubs can repair and be 
properly taken care of. It might be well 
for the Associated Cyclers to re-member 
ihelr rldors hereafter and not cast them 
off like worn out gloves when their 
use-fulness for the day is ended.
